NEED 
STRONG 
COLONIES 
PRODUCE FINE HONEY 
To produce high quality honey, the 
LawTence county beekeeper can use 
practices found successfully in re­ 
moving unnecessary expense and 
waste. 
In order to produce fancy section 
honey each colony must be strong 
and well populated with workers 
when the honey flow begins. This is 
especially true during a slow honey 
flow when a colony of average 
strength produces few*, if any, fancy 
sections. 
E. J. Anderson, extension apiarist 
of the Pennsylvania State college, 
lists the following factors which help 
to build a strong colony in the 
spring: 
(1) 
Plenty 
of 
food, 
40 
pounds for spring brood rearing; (2) 
good young queens introduced last 
fall; *3) effective wind protection; 
(4) packing in the colder sections of 
the state; (5> plenty of space for 
egg laying; 
(6) an abundance of 
bees early; (7) freedom from adult 
and brood diseases in the colony. 
Spring, feeding may be practiced 


home plantings may be obtained by 
grafting young seedlings of the na­ 
tive wild sweet cherry to some of 
the best commercial varieties. 
A short trip along old fence rows 
or waste land will often reveal nu­ 
merous wild seedlings which would 
furnish excellent material for top- 
working. 
Among the more common sorts 
grown in this state are the varieties 
Windsor, Schmidt, Black Tartarian 
and Napoleon. 
Of these, the first 
three are dark colored while the 
Napoleon Is a light cherry with a 
blushed cheek. 
The Tartarian, an 
old stand-by. is somewhat smaller in 
size than the others. 
One of the secrets of success lies 
in the use of perfectly dormant scion 
wood. For this reason it is advisable 
to cut the cherry scions now and 
store them in a coo! place, burled in 
moist sand or sawdust. 
Good re­ 
sults also have been obtained by 
burying the wood in soil outdoors 
in a cool and well-drained location. 
The best scions are obtained from 
vigorous one-year wood, shoots which 
made eight inches or more of growth 
last season. 
Good results often are obtained by 
doing the grafting on warm days at 
this season. However, if the work is 
done now extra precaution must be 
exercised to insure that all cut sur­ 
faces and cracks are thoroughly 
sealed shut with grafting wax, since 
the scions must be exposed for a 
long time before growth starts

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Declares 40 Cents Should 
Be Hourly Wage Rate For 
Labor On Federal Work 


Labor rates on the new postoffice 
bufMing must not go below the 
ftandard prevailing rate, which is 
not less than 40 cents per hour, ac­ 
cording to a decision wired Mayor 
Charles B. Mayne on Thursday aft­ 
ernoon by Miss Emmilinne Pitt, 
United States commissioner of con­ 
ciliation, Department of Labor. Her 
decision was contained in a telegram 
from Turtle Creek, which follows: 
"Relative to labor controversy, 
new postoffice building, ease A. 
W. Kutsche and company, gen­ 
eral contractors. 
Please be ad­ 
vised th at after careful exami­ 
nation and comparison of wag^s, 
rate for common labor within 
civil division of New Castle and 
adjacent territory, find prevail­ 
ing rate to be 50 cents per hour 
on said work. 
In addition to 
this, minimum rate on all Penn­ 
sylvania state construction work 
of similar character is 40 cents 
per hour under requirements of 
prevailing wage rate law and 
stipulations of President Hoo­ 
ver's executive order relative to 
construction work on Federal 
buildings. 
This rate must be 
paid on new postoffice job and 
deviation from said rate will be 
a violation of prevailing wage 
law. 
Thanking you for your 
splendid cooperation in the best 
interest of justice to the worker 
and industrial peace of the na­ 
tion. 
"M. EMMILINNE PITT, 
"United States Commissioner.” 
To Protect Pedestrians. 
Under orders of Mayor Charles B. 
Mayne late Thursday afternoon the 
buildings that are being razed on 
the public square must be barricaded 
before the work goes any further. 
This order has nothing to do with 
th e controversy over wages, but is 
under the police authority of the 
matter. Mayor Mayne thought that 
a barricade was necessary to pro­ 
tect passersby from falling bricks 
and debris. 
Once again the wage conference 
scheduled for Thursday afternoon 
failed to materialize. G. J. Murphy, 
representing the Kutsche company, 
rame to New Castle but held a con­ 
ference with Mayor Mayne and not 
with the representatives of the labor 
unions.
